S. The Sovict detachment of 20 to 30 men in Jeubisch left the village on 
15 January. for an unknown destination, leaving no military personnel behind, 
In the entire border control sector there were no indications of the construc-

6. There were no changes in the distribution of border guard personnel in the 
‘1dburchausen area on 5 February. No further civilian apartments were 
requisitioned for the quartering of Soviet troops, Patrol duty was performed 
onl: by VP personnel who had to report to the Soviet border guard headquarters 
at regular intervals. * 


7. ‘The Soviet detachments in Sommersdorf, the brickyard in Offleben, and in 
- Hoetgensleben were relieved by Volkspolizei details of undetermined strength 
at the beginning of January.
